Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: patentability 
resides, at least in part in the connector having a thermo-insulating and moisture barrier 
resin, sealing an area defined by a difference in distance between the support 
stanchions and the tubular projections after the connector has been fixedly attached to 
the printed circuit board; thereby substantially sealing said terminal pins from corrosion, 
in combination with the other limitation of the base claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
